BANDIT SCOURGE. 


Unsafer to Travel Than to Remain 
in Some Districts. 


, Peking, Last Night. 

The British authorities have de- 
clnred Honan, south of the Yellow

Fierce Fighting. 
[From Our Own Corrcapondent.] 
Shanghal, Last Night, ° 


‘A general attack on the Northt- 
erners in the Lung-Hai Railway 
zone was resumed on Thuradsy 
by the Nationalists, when Marshal 
Chiang: Kai-shek made a ‘second 
tour of inspection at the front 
and gave order that offensive 
eperations be simultaneously re- 
‘sumed Jn the Lung-Hai and Ping- 
Han Railway zones. The Na- 
tlonalist lenders, Generals - Koo 
Chuk-tung and Chan Chang, who 
were appotnted to take charge of 
the offensive, hod  encoun- 
fers with the Shansl-Kuominchun 
troops along the rallway, a sec- 
tion between Lanfeng and Ning-. 
ng, and meanwhile another 
Nationalist force was forcing its 
way in the direction’ of Lanfeng 
from the Shantung border. This 
battle was the most flerce one 
tince the opening of the war and 
etch side charged the other with 
equal vigour. The balance of the 
battle, however, turned in favour 
of the Nanking side yesterday 
morning, when a large number of 
reinforcementa appeared, ; 

Gain of 30 Milos. 


The Nationalists assumed a 
superior strategic position over 
the enemy. They renewed their 
attucks for oa few hours 
with the iesult that oa gain 
of 30 miles was made. On the 
same doy the Noationolists, belng 
encournged with thair success, 
continued to bring pressure on the 
enemy's yielding defence-line until 
they advanced to the surrounding 
districta of the city of Lamfeng, 
where the Shansi troops stayed 
their retrent and offered counter- 
attack. 


Hand-to-hand fighting took place 
and the Nationalists made charges 
on the enemy troops over ten thoes 
resulting in breaking through the 
latter's line. 


Stage of Siege. 


The city of Lamfeng {a being 
placed in n state of siege and is 
expected to fall to-day in view of 
the fact that a large part of 
the defeated Shansi-Kuominchun 
troopa have abandoned the city 
and are retreating towards Kal- 
fengfu.

British Officers’ Gallant Rescue of 
Fainting Victims,

IN BAST AFRICA. 


Prospects of Imperial 
; Trade. 


When the prospects of Incrons- 
ing Imporial trade yre conssder- 
od, an napoect that often. attracts 
attention, next to the richness of 
the resources to be developed, 1s 
the rolativaly small development 
that han’ beon attnined. . This 
consideration 1s particularly not- 
able in’ the dependencies which 
volleetively are called Bast Afri- 
cn, Bounded on the north by the 
Soudan and Abyssinia, on tho 
west by the Belgian Congo, on the 
cabt by the ocoan, and extending 
on the south to between Southern 
Rhodesia and Portuguese East 
Africa, they Include Uganda, the 
Kenyn Protectorate and Colonics, 
Tanganyika, Nyasaland, Northern 
Rhodesia, and on the const the 
smal) islands of Zanzibar, and 
cover In all somothing over a 
million square miles of territory. 
Yet the native population of thts 
vast aren ia only about 1,000,000, 
which is supplemented by about. 
70,000 Astatics, and only about 
27,000 BHuropeans. 

The development of these coun- 
tries is proceeding at a great rate, 
which may become faster still, 
but up till now, thelr consump- 
tion of imported commodities is 
wall below £20,000,000 per yenr, 
Those who contemplate doing 
business in thése regions may in- 


terpret circumstances of this kind. 


in opposite ways, The relative 


smallness of the market, compar-. 


ed to the diatancea to be covered 
in order to cultivate it, {x an ob- 
vious disadvantage, felt alt the 
moro whilo the means of trans- 
port are in an early staye of de- 
velopment, and more costly, there- 
fore, both in money and time. 
Another consideration that has to 
he harpe in mind: in regard to 
coufitties at thia early stage of 
their development, is that the ex- 
penditure on development itself 
his ‘to be bhsed upon estimates 
of the purchasing power of the 
community, which, while it is still 
amali, must be relatively apecula- 
tive. ‘ . 
Economic fluctuations, whether 
through the course of local 
climate or of world trade, are 
Hable to throw such estimates 
more rendily out of gear thon 
those that are based upon larger 
production, and communities 
which have to work on them are 
liable to mora rapid and serious 
depressions. Nevertheless, on the 
other hand, those who are in a 
market while it is small are 
usually in a better position to in- 
crenae their business when the 
market expands than competitors 
who have then to build up their 
own organisations. This appears 
to be particularly the case with 
the East African Colonies, and 
the circumstance that, rapid as 
has been their economic growth in 
the Inat 10 years, it can only be 
a frnction of what must lie ahead 
of it in the near future, acems to 
be a ground for at least con- 
widering what attractions the 
market can offer to British manu- 
facturera, particularly in the cn- 
gineering trades.—Enginecring.

‘THE SNAKE “BITTEN.

Where money matters are con- 
cerned tho Chetty - with his ox- 
perlence for generations {s natural- 
ly vory shrowd. .. Occaatonally, 
howovor, ho can be Imposed ttpon 
us the following account of an 
actual occurrence will show. At

{nspection of the Innd, the Euro- 
pean offered two hundred and fifty 
(thousand dollars for the property, 


with full permission to the Chetty * 


to retain the balance for himself 
should he manage to get it for less 
tthar that omount. As earnest 
money, he sald he was willing to 
pay 10 per cent, of the price moncy 
“dn advance on the day the Agree- 
\ mont for the purchase of the land 
‘was drawn up, tle balance, of 
course, to-be paid on the day the 
transfer of the property was 
effected. : 
\ The Chetty soon saw in this 
; that there was .monoy for him to 
make, and 40 he immediately went 
to ace the owner of the land who. 
lived in another town and pressed 
for the payment of the debts duc 
to him, threatening all sorts of 
action if the money was not forth- 


coming," The man meekly replicd | 
that he was unable to pay and, 


begged the Chetty to find a pur- 
chaser. for the property ao that the 
d At this 
juncture it should  be' explained 
that the debts of the owner of the 
land to the Chetty smounted to 
$60,000, . 

Then began the bargaining for 
the price which Orientals alone 
know how to prolong with much 
abusing and cursing on both eides, 
till at ‘Inst they agreed that the 
price was to be $200,000, of which 
the Chetty was to glve the owner 
$100,000, ns advance payment for 
the purchase of the property, the 
balance less the debt of $60,000 to 
be patd in one month’s time. The 
necessary agreement wna soon duly 
drawn up to that effect with the 
usual stipulation that when the 
period of one month was over, the 
advance of $100,000 would be for- 
felted if the Chotty failed to pay 
the balance. 

On (the same day), the Chetty 
having telegraphed for the Euro- 
pean to come in connection with 
the anid property, another sagrec- 
ment was also drawn up betweon

But perhaps 
the European was after all wlae, 
for who could any how much tho 
owner would ask for his land if the 
European wont to seo him. por- 
sonally.. Cortain it was that tho 
European was not in the samo. 
position as himsolf, for he, ng 
creditor of the man, could make 
things hot for him if he did not 
listen to him; whereas the Euro- 
Tan waa nothing to the owner a8 
for as this busincas was concorn- 
ed.

A NEW PALACE, 


For Empress Dowager 
of Japan. 


' Tokyo, May 8. 

A_ new palace, considered by 
nuthorities a gem of the simple 
ancient Japaneso architecture, 
has been completed for the Em- 
press Dowager Sadako, mother of 
the reigning sovereign, and Her 
Majesty has taken possession of 
her new home. 

This edifice, called the Gonda- 
wara Palaca, taking its name from 
the district of Tokyo in which if 
was built, is 8 one-storey mansion, 
floored with thick mutting, its 
rooms separated by benutifully 
decornted silk and paper sliding 
doors, rambling and spreading 
through its simple Japxnere gur- 
den, It represents what has been 
for centuries the Japanese {deal 
of beauty and comfort in the 
home.

Work evenly and rather closely 
so thnt the hat may be firm when 
in shape, Theae hats are us dur- 
able and serviceable as could be 
wished.. They can be washed when 
necessary, folded into any shape 
which they will retain, and, when 
not in use, they will fold flat. ‘ 
“Commence at the top .of ‘the 
crown with the fawn colour and 
make 3 chains into a ring. 

lst round.—2 double crochet in- 
to each chain. 

Zn round,—2 d.c, Into each d.c., 
tnking up both threads of cach 
atitch. . 

3rd round,—2 d.c. into frat d.c., 
* 1 dic. into next dc, 2 dc, into 
next. Repeat from * all round. 

Continue working each round in 
this manner, keeping tho circle 
perfectly flat by putting 2 dc. into 
a dic. whenever the edge begins to 
cur), until the diameter’ measures 
‘inches. In the model the number 
of stitches nt this point was 160 
In the 24th round. Work now 
without incresaing for 28 rounds 
more. 

Join on the flame 
with It make 2 d.c, then 2 dic. 
fawn, 2 dc. red, niternately. In 
the next round fasten off the fawn 
colour and cut it, darning in tho 
end securely.

MUSICAL REVIVAL, 


Singing a Sign of Good 
Health. 

The revival of music-making atler 
ity phase of dullness was discussed 
in hts report 18 seerctary by Mr. ‘T. 
Lester Jones, at the annual prize 
giving of the Trinity College of 
Music, held on April 26 at the Cen- 
tral Hall, Westminster.

“To emit musical sounds, even of 
oor quality, ig a portent of good 
henlth and good splrita, and even if 
the neighbours do not put a high 
viluc upoh it, the prrents may be 
assured that the child fs not sicken- 
ing for mensles or chicken-pox. 
(Laughter.) . 

“When wireless was first introduc. 
ed, and the gramophone improved, 
there was a distinct falling off of 
personal application and effort. But 
this was only a passing phase. The 
British characteristic known us 
‘doyyed' is reauserting itself, and we 
welcome the determination of our 
young folk to cqunl or excel others,” 

Mr. Jones stated that only 20 per 
cent. of those entering for their 
examinntions last year were boys.

an entirely new outlook will have to 
be established in Westminster.”

"YRE MANUFACTURE 


Heavy Demand for 
Rubber Now Certain. 


In the current quarter, America, 
still the predominant user of rub- 
ber, enters upon the time of the 
moat concentrated consumption. De- 
liveries of tyres during this period 
of 1929 amounted to 223° millions, 
which crented 2 record, all the more 
remarkable as the monthly deliveries 
during October, 1928, to March, 
1929, had been ‘very extensive; 
amounting to a total of 42 milllons. 

Ifow completely different appear 
the preliminarles.of this year’s sen- 
son, state Messrs. Bleecher Bik and 
Co.. a leading firm in the London 
rubber market. Deliveries of tyres 
after the collapse in Wall Street 
dropped during October-December, 
1929, to a total of 11° millions, 
Janunry-March shows some improve- 
mont, but the aggregate for the alx 
months will hardly exeeed 24 mil- 
Hons. Assuming that car produc- 
tion fram October, 1929, to June, 
1930, will suffer a 26 per cent. de- 
eHne agalust the same’period a year 
ago (when four million cars were 
manufactured), equipment orders 
this sengon may require about five 
million tyres legs, but this would 
stil leave the enormous total of 35 
million tyres to be wanted and 
manufactured during April-June for 
replacements. 

It may be argued that the finan- 
clal disturbance in America subdued 
the running of cars; this Is not so; 
petrol consumption during October. 
December, 1929, totalted 991 million 
barrels, against 83 million barrels in 
1928. g 

Messra, Sanderson and Co, in 
their report state: It is generally 
predicted that 1930 will be a good 
replacement year for tyres, and if 
expectations are. realised this may 
colnelde with the Ifghter shipments 
which should result from the “effect 
of the tapping holiday. The East 
is still a reluctant: seller, and tho 
quantities offered are small. Con- 
aulnr figures for the week onded 
March 22 to New York are 9,844 
tons,

TRAVEL IN COMFORT. 


Avoid Congested Main 
Roads, 


“With the commoncement of the 
second quarter of the year wo havo 
reneched the period when at fine 
wook-onda the maximum numbor of 
ehra will, be out on the roads. Wo 
nay, be sutra of ono thing,” says Tho 
Motor, ‘and it la that the majority 
of tho motorists will make thelr way 
to whatever destination thoy may 
desire to reach always by tho main 
rond. Thus will the majority de- 
Uberately contribute to the maoxt- 
mum of congestion, stuffer discom- 
forts and increase the risks of 
travel. 

“It ts dificult to account for this! 
slavish and determined adherence to 
the-main. road. To-day thore aro 
few very bad ronds anywhere, and 
cortsinly, so far as the secondary 
ronds are concerned, they are often | 
in better condition than the Al | 
roads, for the simple ronson that the 
bulk of the henvior traffic uses the 
latter. There is another thing about 
the second-clnas roads which has to 
be borne in mind. In many maps 
they are indicated by single thin 
lines, which no doubt causes the 
map-reading motorist to belleve 
they must of necessity be Indifferent. 
The fact Is, however, that In quite a 
number of cases these secondary 
roads have been greatly improved— 
in some places widened and recon- 
structed—asltice the maps were pro- 
duced. 

“What is wanted to-day is a 
spreading out of vehicles over a 
grenter area of highway so as to 
relieve the uncomfortable and often 
dangerous congestion: on the malin 
roids. In this nothing Is needed by 
way of adventure, for, as we have 
stated, the secondary roads are, 
generally speaking, good and some- 
times even better than the main 
highways.” 


12-TON PETROL LOCO. 


Well Suited to Heavy 
Work. 


The utility of 
combustion engine locomotive for 
short-distance work is so widely 
recognised that it is not surprising 
to find that it is being employed to 
un Increasing extent, and 4 12-ton 
petrol locomotive made by Messrs. 
James and Frederick Howard, 
Limited, Britannin Iron Works, 
Bedford, is well suited not only for 
heavy contractors’ work, but for the 
shunting of waggons on main-line 
sidings. The standard gauge of 4 
ft. 8% in. is adopted, but the frame 
and axles can be made to sult any 
gauge up to ft, 6 in. The engine, 
at a normal speed of 1,250 r.p.m, 
develops 61 brake horse-power. The 
lorque is transmitted through a 
three-speed gearbox, which gives 
speeds of 3.24, 7.1 and 11.16 m.p.h,, ° 
the gross loads hauled on the level 
at these speeds being 298 tons, 128 
tons, and 77 tons, respectively, the 
adhesion being taken at 520 Ib. per 
ton and the rolling resistance at 20 
Ib, per ton. These are for normal 
working conditions, but, in favour- 
able circumstances, the loads may 
he somewhat exceeded, or if less 
londs are hauled the speeds may be 
incrensed by 26 per-cent. by acccl- 
ernting the engine. On gradients of 
1 in 30, the gross loads hauled at 
the three speeds stated above are, 
respectively, 53 tona, 17 tons and 7 
tons. 

The engine, radiator and gear-box 
are carried ag a self-contained unit 
on a built-up rolled-steel frame, : 
which is securely riveted together 
and attached to .the main frame. 
This Jatter is constructed ontircly of I 
rolled-steel members. A brake is 
fitted to each of the four wheels, | 
and {s operated by a handwheel and 
screw gear. Sanding year fs also | 
provided for all the wheels. The | 
fuel tank Is altuated in tho cab, 
above and in front of the genr-box. 
The fucl Is supplicd to the carburet- 
tor by gravity feed.

-Residents in the nelghbourheod 
of Biggin Hill, Kent, who have 
complnined of the invasion of tho 
nelghbourhood by  motor-cyclists, 
on April 27 tried to bar two ronda, 
which are claimed to bo private 
thoroughfares. :

GOODS VEHICLES. 


More Loading Restric- 
tions Coming. 


“Signa are not wanting that. 
operators of goods-carrying vehieles 
will have to benr in mind the 
possibility of more restrictions be- 
ing ImpostG upon vehicles loading 
and unloading in urban areas. In 
the Metropolis during recent 
months,” states The Commercial 
Motor, “this problem ‘hus been 
tuckled with considerable stringency 
in a fairly extensive area, Un- 
doubted!y, owing to the ever-grow- 
ing volume of traffic on the roads 
to-day, this lead will be followed in 


'many other cities and towns within 


the next few years. 

“Therefore it behoves purchasers 
of new vehicles to bear in mind the 
point that their machines: should be 
so designed’ as to load and unload 
with the minimum of delay. 


“Amongst the directions in which | 


improvement may be made, the first 
concerns the londing of vehicles 
from the side as well as from the 
ond. In many cases to-day it is 
necessary for the vehicle to be at 
right angles to the traffic stream 
when londing. Obviously, this 
‘enusea unnecessary congestion, and 
side-louding may become essential In 
the not-far-distant future. 

“Another point concerns the load- 
ing helght of trailers. A great 
many of the burdens commonly ear- 
ried upon trailers have to be lifted 
from ground level; the higher the 
lift the greater the cost and the 
longer the time taken to load. As 
most trailers have no mechanism be- 
tween the axles which need inter- 
fere with_the londing height, it 
should be Possible materially to re- 
duce the platform level. Obviously, 
this will not only assist indlrectly 
in the minimization of traffic con- 
gestion, but will re-act favourably 
upon the user's operating costs.”

GEOLOGY OF CHINA.’ 


Canton University Party 
Leaving. 


Nanking, May 4. 

A Scientific Expedition under 
the leadership of a Swiss Profes- 
sor of the Department of Geology 
of the Chungshen University in 
Canton is leaving for Szechuan 
shortly via Yunnan and Kuci- 
chow, according to informatiox 
from local educational circles. 

The object of the expedition is 
to make a geological survey of 
the frontier districts of Szechuan, 
The expedition is composed ‘of 
several teachers and students of 
the Department of Geology and 
expects to be gone about a year. 
At the request of Messrs. Tai Chi- 
tao and Chu Chia-hua, chancellor 
and vice-chancellor of the univer- 
sity, the Nanking Government 
has appropriated $150,000 for the 
purchase of the necessary scien- 
tific upparatus for the party. 

As the expedition will cover a 
vast tract of territory infested by 
bandits, the Government har 
wired the provincial atthorities 
of Yunnan, Kueichow and Sze- 
chunn, -ordering them to render 
adequate protection to the scient- 
ists while travelling in their dis- 
tricts, and also to provide armed 
escorts for them. 

This is the second expedition to 
be sent by the Canton Govern- 
ment University, the first expedi- 
tion under a well-known German 
geologist having been in Sze- 
chuan for some months. In addi- 
tion the Ministry of Railways has 
un expedition in the field under 
the leadership of Dr. V. K. Ting. 
Dr. Ting went to Yunnan, Kuei- 
chow and Szechuan last vear in 
pone with Mr. ¥. T. Chao and 
is returning to Peking ehortly.— 
Kuo Wen.
